Naomi is too old and fooblo to 
go out and toil in the sun; and can you ex- 
pect that Ruth, the young und tho beauti- 
ful, should tan her checks and blister hor 
hands in the han-ost-fieldt" 


ISoax owns a largo farm, and ho goes out 


to see the reapers frathcv in the grain. 
Coming there, right behind tho swarthy, 
sun-browned reapers, ho beholds a beauti- 
ful woman gleaning—a woman more fit to 
bend to :i harp or sit upon a throno thau to 
stoop among the shoavos. Ah, that was an 
eventful day! 


It wns love at flrst sight, Boaz forms an 


attachment for the womanly gleaner—an 
attachment full of undying interest to tho 
church of God in all ages; while Ruth, with 
an opbuh, or nearly a bushel of bnrley,goos 
home to Kiiomi totoll hor tho successes an<J 
adventures of tho day. That Ruth, who 
left her native land of Moab in darkness, 
and traveled through on undying affection 
for her mother-in-law, in the harvest field 
of Boa/, is affianced to ono of tho boat fami- 
lies in Judah, and becomes in after time 
the anccsti-oss of Jesus Christ, tho Lord of 


j Glory. Out of so dark a night did thorc 


over dawn so bright a morning? 


1 Iciini in tho first place from this sub- 


ject how trouble develops character. It 
was bereavement, poverty and exile that 
developed, illustrated and announced to 
n'.l IIRCS the sublimity of Ruth's character. 
That is a very unfortunato man who hag no 
trouble. It was sorrow that mado John 
Bunyan tlic bettor dreamer, and Dr. Young: 
tho better poet, and O'Connell tho better 
orator, and Bishop Hall tho better preacher, 
and Havelock the bettor soldier, and Kltto 
tho bettor encyclopedist, and Ruth tho bet- 
ter daughtcr-lu-law. 


I once aslced an aged man in regard to 


his pastor, who was a very brilliant man: 
'•Why is it that your pastor, so very brill- 
iant, sccras to have so little heart and ten- 
derness in hisscrmonsl" "Well," ho ro- 
plicd, "the reason is our pastor has nover 
hail any trouble. Wnen misfortune comes 
upon him his stylo will bo different." Aftor 
awhile the Lord took a child out of that 
pastor's house, and though tho proachor 
was just as brilliant as ho was baforo, oh, 
the warmth, tho tenderness of his dis- 
courses? The fact is that trouble is a (Treat 
C'.iucator. You SCO sometimes ;a musician 
t;it down at an instrument, and his execu- 
tion is cold and formal and unfeeling. Tho 
reason is that all his life has been pros- 
pered. 33ut let misfortune or bereavement 
come to that mau, and ho sits down at an 
instrument, and you discover too pathos 
in the llrst swoop oC tho keys. 


Hislortur.e and trials aro great educa- 


tors. A young doctor comes into tho sick- 
room where there is a dying child. Per- 
haps lie is very rough in his prescription, 
and very rough in his manner, and rough 
in tho feeling of tho pulse, and rough in his 
answers to the mother's anxious question; 
but years roll on, and thcro has been one 
dead in his own house; and cow ho comes 
into tbc sie'iL-room, and with tearful eyes he 
looks at the dying child, and he says: "Oh, 
how this reminds mo of my Charliol" 
Trouble, tho if r eat educator. Sorrow, Isoo 
Its touch in the grandest painting; I hoar 
its tremor in the sweetest song; I feel its 
power in the mightiest argument. 


Grecian mythology said the foundation of 


Hippocrenc was struck out by the foot of 
the winged horse, Pegasus. I have, often 
noticed in life that tho brightest and most 
beautiful fountains of Chrlstain comfort 
and spiritual life havo been struck out by 
the iron-shod hoof of disaster and calamity. 
I see Daniel's courage bost by tho flash of 
Nebuchadnezzar's furnace. I see Paul's 
prowess best when I find him'on tho found- 
ering 
ship 
under tho 
glare of tho 


lightning in tho breakers of llelita. God 
crowns His children amid tho howl- 
ing ol' 
wild 
beasts, 
and 
the 
chop- 


ping blood-splashed guillotine and tho 
crackling iires of martyrdom. It took the 
persecutions of Marcus Aurelius to dovalop 
Polycarp and Justin Martyr. It took tho 
world's anathema to develop llartin Luth- 
er. It took all the hostilities against tho 
Scotch covenantors nnd the fury of Lord 
Clavcrhouso to develop Jamos Honwick 
and Andrew Melvillo and Hugh McEail, 
tho glorious martyrs of Scotch history. It 
took the stormy sea, and tho December 
blast, and. the desolate New England coast, 
and. tho war-whoop of savages to show 
forth tho prowess of tho Pilgrim Fathers. 
II "\Vlien amid the storms they sunr. 


And tlio stars heard, and tho sea; 


And the sounding aisloa ot tlie him wood 


Hung to llio ar.thorns of tbo free." 


It took all our past National distresses to 


lift up our Nation on that high career 
•whoro it will march along after tho foreign 
aristocracies that have mocked and tho, 
tyrannies tha: havo jeored shall be swept 
down under the omnipotent wrath of God, 
who hates despotism, und who by tho 
strength of His own rod right arm will 
make all men free. And to it is individu- 
ally, and in tho family, and in tho church, 
and in tho woric!, that through darknoss 
and storm 
and trouble man, women, 


churches, nations, aro developed. 


2. Again Iseoinmy text tho beauty of 


unfaltering 1'rlcndshlp. 
I suppose thero 


were plenty ol friends of Naomi while she 
was in prosperity; but of all her ac- 
quaintances how many wore willing to 
trudge off with her toward Judah when 
she hud to make that lonely journey! Ono 
—Ihe heroine of my text. One—absolutely 
ono. I suppose when Naomi's husband was 
living and they had plenty of money und 
all things went well they had a great many 
callers: but 1 suppose that after her hus- 
bur.d died and her property went and she 
had got old and poor she was not troubled 
very much w':th callers, Alltho birds that 
sung in the bower whilo tho sun shone 
havo gone to their nests now the night hos 
fallen. 


Oh, 
these beautiful sunflowers, that 


spread out their color in tho morning hour, 
but are always asleep when the sun is go- 
ing down! Job had plenty of friends when 
he was the richest man iu Uz; but when 
his property went and the trials eamo, 
then then; were none so much that pas 


terod as Eliphaz the Temanito, atld Bildad 
the Khubitc, and Zophav, the Naamathito. 


Life often seems to bo a more game, 


where tlie successful player pulls down all 
the other men into his own lap. Let sus- 
picious arise about a man's character and 
lie becomes like u bank in a panic, and all 
tho imputations rush on him and break 
down in a day that character which in duo 
time would havo hud strength to defend it- 
self. There are reputations that havo been 
half a century in building, which go down 
under some moral exposure, as a vast 
tomple is consumed by the touch of a sul-- 
phurous match. A hog can uproot a cen- 
tury plant. 


In this world, so fall of boartlessnoss and 


hypocrisy, how thrilling it ia to find uoma 
friend as laithful in day» ol adversity as 
in thftdpss p_t prpsjjejljx! JDft^iaAsucb, 


shall be my people, nnd thy God my God; 
where thoi: diest will I die, nnc there will 
I be buried; the Lord do so to me, ar.J more 
also, if acght but death part tlicc and me." 


3. Again I learn from this subject that 


paths which open in hardship and darkness 
often coiTtO out. in places of joy. When 
Ruth started from Jlcab townrd Jerusalem 
to go along with her tnolher-iu-law I sup- 
pose people said: "Oh, what a. foolish 
creature to go away from her father's 
house to go off with a poor o:d woman 
toward the land of Jiulah! They won't live 
to got across tho desert. They will be 
drowned in the sea or tho jackals of tho 
wilderness will destroy thorn." It was a 
very dark morning when Ruth started off 
with Naomi; but bcho'.d her in my tex'j in 
the hnrvest-llekl of Bon?, i.o bo ufllanced to 
one of tho lords of.thfi l;ind and become ono 
of tho grandmothers of Jesus Christ, tho 
Lord of glory. And so it often is that a path 
which starts very dark ends very brightly. 


When you started out for Heaven, oh, 


how dark was tho hour ol conviction—how 
Sinai thundered mid devils tormented and 
the darkness thickened I All the sins of 
your life pounced upon you, nnd it was tlio 
darkest hour you over saw when you Crat 
found out your sins. After awhi'.o you 
went into tho harvest-field of God's mercy; 
you began to glean in tho fields o!1 divine 
promise, and you had more shouvcs than 
you could carry as tho voice of God ad- 
dressed you, aaying: "Ulcssed is the mau 
whoso transgressions are forgiven and 
whoso sins aro covered." 
A very dark 


th!9 
fastidiousness may 


starting in conviction, very bright ending 
in tho pardon and t!ie hope and tbo triumph 
of the Gospel. 


So, very often in our worldly business or 


in our spiritual career, we start oft on a 
very dark path. We must go. Tho llesli 
may shrink back, but there is a voieo with- 
in, or a voice from above, saying: "You 
must go;" and we have to drink the trail, 
and we have to carry tho cross, and we 
havo to traverse tho doscrt, and wo arc 
pounded and flailed of misrepresentation 
and abuso, and we havo to urgo our way 
through ten thousand obstacles that must bo 
slain by our own right arm. Wo have to ford 
the river, we havo to climb tho mountain, 
wo havo to storm tho castle; but, blessed 
be God, the day of rest and reward will 
come. 
On tho tip-top of the captured 


battlements wo will shout tho victory; if 
not in this world, then in that world where 
thcro is no gull to drink, no burdens to 
carry, no battles to fight. How do I know 


seem to do very vrell whilo they aro 
under '.ho shelter of their, father's houca; 
but when tho sharp winter of misfortune- 
comes, what of these butterflies'! Persons 
under indulgent parentage may get upon 
themselves habits o£ indolence; but when 
they come out into practical life their sqjij 
will recoil with disgust and chagrin. They 
will feel in their hoarts what th opoet so 
severely satirized when be said: 
" Folks are 50 [uvkTvurd.thlacs 50 impollto, 
Tn'ey'ro clu&ant;y pa'.ned from morning until 
nijtt." 


Through that gate of indolence how many 


men and women havo marched, useless on 
earth, to a destroyed eternity! SpiuOlR 
said to Sir Horace Vere: "Of what did 
your brother die?" "Of having nothing to 
do," was tho answer. 
"Ah, said Spinola, 


"that's enough to kill any general of us," 
Oh, cun it be possible in this woi'ld, where 
there is so much suffering to bo alleviated, 
so much darkness to bo enlightened, and so 
many burdens to bo carried, lhat thero Is 
any person who can not find any thing to dol 


Mme. de Stael did a woi'ld of work in her 


time, and one flay, whilo she was seated 
amid instruments of music, all of which 
she bad mustered, and amid manuscript 
books which sho had written, somo one said 
to her: "How do you find timo to attend to 
all these things'!" 
"Oh," she replied, 


thcsa aro not the things I nin proud of. My 
chief boast is in the fact that.

and looked out on tho wreck of u ruined 
oarth. 


Christ, hounded of persecutors, denied a 


pillow, worse maltreated than the thieves 
on cither side of tho cross, human hate 
smacking its lips in satisfaction after it 
hud been draining His last drop of blood, 
tho sheeted dead bursting from tho sep- 
ulchers at His crucifixion. Toll me, O 
Gethsemanc and Golgotha, wore thorc ever 
darker times tban those? Liko tho boom- 
ing of tho midnight sea against tho rock, 
tho surges of Christ's anguish beat against 
the gates of eternity, to bo echoed back by 
all tho thrones of Heaven and all tho 
duucoons of hell. But the day of re- 
ward cotoes for Christ; 
all tho pomp

Can you imagine any thing mora 
trivial than tho fact that this Ruth just 
happened to alight—as they say—just luip- 
pcncilto alight on that field of Boazi Yet 
all ages, all generations, have an interest 
in tho fact that sho was Lo become an an- 
cestor of tho Lord Jesus Christ, and all 
nations and kingdoms must lock at that 
oao little Incident with a thrill of un- 
speakable and. eternal satisfaction. So it is 
in your history and in mine; events thutyou 
thought of no importance at all have been 
of voryjgrcat moment. That casual con- 
versation, that accidental meeting—you did 
not think of it again for a long while; but 
how it changed all tbe phase of your lito. 


It seemed to be of no importance tha t Jubal

Yet how many 
there arc in this day who say they are HO 
busy they huro no time for 
mental 


or 
spiritual 
improvement; the. groat 


duties of lifo cross the field like strong 
reapers and carry oft nil tho hours, and 
there is only hero and thcro a fragment 
left that is not worth gleaning. Ah, my 
friends, you could go into, tho busiest day 
and busiest week of your llfo and find 
golden opportunities, 
which, gathered, 


might p.t least make n whole sheaf for tho 
Lord's garner. It is the stray opportunities 
nnd the stray privileges which, taken up 
und bound together and beaten out, will at 
last ill! you with abounding joy.

gether thuy form an alloy, tho melting, 
point OH whiuli is usually much lower than 
thiLt. of any of the inctfllM \vhich compose it. 
.All alloy. lor example, of lead, tin, cad- 
mium and bismuth, melts at about 150 de- 
grees P.; while the lowest melting point of 
any of Ihe metals separately, is that of tin, 
440 decrees. It has always been supposed 
that this a.:ioy could only bo formed at a 
comparatively hlfrh temperature; butMr, 
William Halloclc has recently shown that 
when tho .several mot&ls are mixed together 
in iilinfjs, and exposed for 
twenty-four 


hours to Use henl of an v.-dinory watCr-bath 
(-'.£ decrees), the alloy is produced, and tho 
rnnss becomes fluid* and that tho previous 
Cushion of cither constituent is unneces- 
sary. This fact is of considerable scien- 
tillc importance, and it is rather remarka- 
ble that it has never been observed before.

It is tjma tbat respectable merchants 


combined with consumers far the sup- 
pression of all gift, priza and lottery 
schemes in connection with tho ealt of 
amoles of merchandise. These schemes 
aro not only demoralizing to legitimate 
business and to tbe moiale of the com- 
munity but m tbe extent iu which they 
uro being carried in the sale of articles of 
food have become a source of great dan- 
ger to the public heeltb. 
Thoy are, no 


matter in wbat form they appear, noth- 
ing more or lees than devices to swindle 
honest and unsuspecting people. 


It ia gratifying to learu that ia some 


instances the officers of the law bave 
taken hold of the matter. In New York 
und aleo in Chicago, parties who in this 
way offered gifts to purchasers of tbeir 
packages have recently been arrested 
upon indiotraenta for lottery swindling. 
The latest candidates, both of public ex- 
ecration and criminal prosecution, are 
the manufacturers of tbo alum baking 
powders, who are both, by means ot gifts 
and lottery tickets, disposing of large 
quantities of their corrosively poisonous, 
whi.-h [aro so well known to be detri- 
mental to health that no housekeeper 
will admit them to ber kitchen know- 
ingly. This form of swindle is not only 
being peddled from house to house, but 
under 
tbo promise of large prof- 


ita 
to 
ba 
realized, 
tbe 
manu- 


facturers 
are 
entrenching 
them- 


selvss behind tbe oouoters oC many gro- 
cers by betting tbem to offer alum goods 
with the gifta or lottery tickets attached 
thereby shifting tbe liability to prosecu- 
tion in part upon other and perhaps in- 
nocent parties. Every grocer or dealer 
for instance, who sells or offers Tor Bale 
any ot the prize or lottery baking pow- 
ders is a criminal in the eye of the law 
and liable upon conviction, to fluo and 
imprisonment, while thoso who sell tbe 
gilt goods ore momlly ab responsible, for 
they are offering an inducement or prize 
to housekeepers to ueo a food that con- 
tains a corrosive poison. This ie a pre- 
dicament in winch it is not possible oar 
grocers will aare to plice themselves 
when tbey come to think eariously of tbe 
matter. 


It must be borne in mind that every 


one of tbeee gift or prize baking powd - 
ere are alum baking powders. 
Thsse 


powders cost less than four oenta a 
pound to prnduce; the gift or prize costs 
but a few cents more. 
They are sold at 


the price of first class baking powder, so 
that tLo swindle- in a commercial sense 
is enormous. 
But tbe.chief iniquity oC 


the business consists in felling aa pre- 
sumably wholesome, an artielo of a poa- 
atively injurious charaoter.Bnd by means 
of gifts or bribes inducing servants or 
unsuspecting housewives to purchase 
aud uso it in our daily food. 


There should be some prompt method 


of reaching these dasgeroua practices 
and punishing the parties engaged in 
their promotion. If the present laws are 
not ample, wo commend the raatter to 
tbo consideration of our state board of 
health for recommendation ot such ad- 
ditional legislation as shall ba effective 
for tbe protection of the public.
